At a banquet 
given in his honor were present between three 
and four hundred of the leading lawyers in 
England. The attorney general, the 
official head of the English bar, 
a At his right gat Mr. 
enjamin, the lord chief justice opposite. 
The speeches made by the distinguished men 
there present brought to their guest a tribute 
Which must have more than filled the measure 
of his great ambition. One of them said that 
such a demonstration had never been made iu 
honor ofa foreign lawyer,if indeed any native 
lawyer ever received such an honor in England. 
Unce a similar event had been 
contemplated. It was whsn Judge Story,then 
at the height of his fame, thought of visiting 
England. ‘But,’ said the speaker, ‘‘a greater 
than Story is here.” Much of Benjamin’s 
success was «jue to his perseverance and to the 
power of endurance which enabled him to 
Sand twenty-four hours’ work sometimes 
Without rest. The American bar, and espec- 
lally the bar of the south, should be proud of 
such @ man. He was the product of 
fouthern civilization. Hardly had the news 
f Benjamin's death reached us when tho 
Wires brought the intelligence that Charles 
O’Conor had peacefully passed away at his 
heme in Nantucket. He was for twenty-tive 
years the foremost lawyer at the bar of New 
Jork and was distinguished alike for his abil-

The association reassembled at half past 
three o’clock.

3. The appointment of a board of four exam- 
iners for each judicial circuit, whose duty it 
shall be to examine candidates at stated peri- 
ods, to which written answers are to be given. 
Such examiners to be appointed by the su- 
preme court of the state, and to hold their 
positions ‘dum bene se ges: int.” 

A resolution was adopted requesting the 
committee to prepare some bill which would 
embody the reforms needed in the matter ol 
admitting candidates for the bar. 

A discussion was had on the report made by 
the committee on judicial administration and 
remedial procedure relative to a reform which 
would secure the speedier collection of contract 
debis. The report was prepared by Judge 
Bleckley, and was published in full in yester- 
day’s ConstituTIon. The judge, in one of his 
best efforts, urged some immediate action. 
Alter ByK eches by Judge Reese, Colonel 
Mynatt and Walter B. Hill, it was 
resolved to let the report lie over until the 
next meeting, and in the meantime to cee 
it for the benefit of the association so that the 
préposed reform could be fully discussed be- 
fore another meeting was held.

The Meeting of Citizens Last Night to Hear the Re- 
pert of the Special Committee of Thirty- 
Seven ou jhe Nomination of City Om- 
cers--A Discordant Element.

Last night was an exciting time in the su- 


perior courtroom. From eight o'clock unt! 


half past ten a scene of most intense interest 
prevailed. : 

The hall was filled to its utmost capacity by 
citizens who had assembled tofnominate a ma- 
yor and councilmen. It was evident that 
there was going to be a big struggle. 

Mr. Cramer, the inventor, sat ata desk di- 
rectly opposite the judge’s stand, industriously 
writing hames on a piece of legal cap, It Was 
supposed by many that he was going to make 
the report of the committee of thirty seven. 

Colenel T. P. Westmereland, with a prisk 
step, walked upon the judge’s stand, and 
glancing at the hundreds of faces before him 
said: :

Mr. Frank Arnold then read the minutes of 
the previous session of the citizens’ meeting.

Mr. Cramer arose, and holding up his piece 
of legal cap, said:

The chairman told him it would be in order 
after the majority report. 

THE MAJORITY REPORT. 

Colonel Mynatt arose and made a few re 
marks preliminary to the reading of his. re- 
port. The committee, he said, hadjgiven th 
matter all the atitention that was possible 
The committee had found great difficulty in 
securing the consent of good men to make the 
needed sacrifices. He congratulated the 
meeting on its size and respectability, saying 
that it showed the great interest that is felt in 
the matter. He disclaimed everv reflection 
on the present council. Instead .of a 
relorm he considered the meet- 
ing a revival showing the _ interest 
that is felt in the afiairs of the citv. Ile called 
the attention of the assembly to the fact that 
their greatest interests lay nearest them—city 
first, county next—and then state and coun- 
try. He spoke of the great importance of 
looking after the debts of a city, and referred 
{i the absolute ruin that has come upon Mem- 
phis by reason of her great debt, where prop- 
erty 8 not worth more than one-fifth of its 
value.
